Each of claims 3,4, 12, 13, and 48, either on its own or through a base claim, is readable 
on the toluene species.

As previously stated, with respect to the Election of Species requirement, Applicants 
understand that if no relevant prior art is found with respect to the elected species, the search will 
be expanded non-elected species. Applicants further understand that if no applicable prior art is 
discovered, the entire genus will be searched and examined.
